Election/Restrictions 

1 . The amendment filed on 1 1/04/03 has been entered and made of record as 
paper number 1 103. Claims 1-10 are pending. 

2. Applicant is requested to cancel the non-elected claims 1 1 -28. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "an equivalent 
circuit", and "analysis control information" recited in claims 1-10 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear that "an equivalent power source current information calculating step 
of calculating information of an equivalent power source current flowing in a power 
source current, from circuit information of said LSI chip" recited in claims 1-10, because 
what is the circuit information of the LSI chip? And is an equivalent power source 
current the same or difference to power source current? The term "the circuit 
information of the LSI chip" lack a clear support teaching in the specification. 

It is unclear that "estimating total information in which said analysis control 
information is reflected in said circuit information, as an equivalent circuit" recited in 
claims 1-10, because what is an equivalent circuit? The term "an equivalent circuit" lack 
clear support teaching in the specification. 

To apply art, examiner assumes that the step of calculating information of an 
equivalent power source current is the same to calculating information of equivalent 
power source current flowing in a power source of the LSI chip, wherein the LSI chip 
being considered as an equivalent circuit. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claim 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Masuda et 
al. (u.s.p 6,281 ,697). 

As to claim 1, Masuda et al. disclose in Figs. 6-12, a method of analyzing 
electromagnetic interference from an integrated circuit comprising steps of: calculating 
(step 102 of figures 6, 12) information of an current flowing in the power source current 
(307 of figure 7) from the LSI chip (via sensor 304 of figure 7); estimating step of 
considering power source information of a power source for supplying a current to the 
LSI chip (col. 6, lines 45-50); and performing analysis in accordance with the total 
information which is estimated in the estimating step (col. 6, lines 57-65). 

Due to the 35 U.S.C 1 12 second paragraph rejection above, no art can be 
applied to claims 2-10 at this time. 

Conclusion
